NEW M ETAL^SPINNER 


Device That WHI Work Important 
Chang©* In Iron Manufacturing. 4 
Cleveland, June 7.—James BL Beving 
ton, a Cleveland inventor of note, ha# 
completed a device for spinning metal 
which 
promises 
to work important 
changes in various lines of metal mann 
facturing. 
The principle on which the 
discovery is based is extremely simple. 
The metal that is spun is in tubular 
form, and is placed in a lathe, which 
turns at the rate of 1,890 revolutions a 
minute. 
In a moment's time the metal 
beoowes hot, and softens from the fric­ 
tion, and can then be shaped by the 
operator, according to his wishes. 
The tool, which consists of hard steel 
jaws touching on either side of the re­ 
volving tube, can be readily gauged to 
any desired width, and the softened 
metal may be span down by meaas of 
pressure to any size or shape, so long as 
a a molar form is retained.

F igh t In N ew Y ork May B e Stopped

New York, June 7.—Chief of Police 
Devery last night gave out the following 
statement as to the action he will take in 
case the Fitzsommons-Jeffries fight Fri­ 
day night resolves itself iuto a “brutal 
slugging match” : 
“From certain published statements
